On November 24, 2008, Applicants' Representative, Chris Andrzejak, conducted a 
telephonic interview with Examiner Cooney. The subject Interview Summary is provided to 
make of record the substance of the Interview. No exhibits were shown and a demonstration 
did not take place during the Interview. The independent claims were discussed and, 
specifically, the indefiniteness rejections were discussed, as were the substantive rejections 
relying upon Smith. While no agreement was reached as to these rejections, the Examiner 
suggested that more favorable consideration would be given to an amendment of the claims 
to specify that unsaturated functionality of "substantially all" of compound (i) that is 
claimed as either reacted according to 1) or 2) unreacted for purposes of overcoming the 
indefiniteness rejections. The Examiner also suggest that more favorable consideration 
would be given to the claims if the claimed process of claim 1 was amended to specify a 
process of decreasing the content of amines in the polyurethane foam rather than a process 
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for producing pol3mrethane foams.
